Throughout the long hours of Mon- 
day night and all day yesterday the 
youngster sat beside the crib of his 
sister in the deserted room at the Ar- 
gonaut Hotel. Their food consisted 
of a bottle of milk and a bag of 
doughnuts, which Mrs. Hitchcock 
had brought into the room Monday 
evening just before she left. 

When the boy and his baby sister 
were found last night by attaches of 
the hotel they were in a pitiful con- 
dition from lack of food and sleep. 
The boy was so weak that he was 
scarcely able to tell of the mysterious 
absence of his mother. 

Mrs. Hitchcock’s husband in Salt 
Lake, has been notified and advices 
from him are expected hourly by the 
police. 

STOPS OFF AT OGDEN. 


On her way to this city from Salt 
Lake Mrs. Hitchcock had stopped a 
few days at Ogden. From there she 
went direct to Richmond with her 
children.

Several times during the night the 
baby awakened and cried. Harold 
urged the infant to drink from a 
nursing bottle, but the milk was cold 
and the baby refused nourishment.

‘STRINGENT LEGISLATION. 

Anti-liquor legislation, of a charac-

medicine. There are a dozen bills or 
more which propose to change the 
status of the Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers. 


As at present constituted, the Board 
of Medical Examiners is composed of 
representatives of the schools of al- 
lopathy, homeopathy, osteopathy and 
the eclectic school. Some of the 
speakers who appeared before the 
committee asked for separate boards 
of examiners for each of the schools 
known as eclectic, homeopathic, chir- 
opractic and mechanotherapist. 
Others favored grouping all practi- 
tioners under two headings, those 
who use drugs and those who do not. 
Included under the latter heading are 


tics and the mechanotherapists, all 
of whom are prohibited from prac- 
ticing in California. Senate bill No.

SENATE SESSION. 
ANTI-DYNAMITE ACT PASSES. 
{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

+ SACRAMENTO, March 19.— The 
first executive session was held in 
the Senate today, when the lobbies 
were cleared and members spent two 
hours considering two bills which had 
been reported out of the Public 
Morals Committee with the recom- 
mendation that they do pass. The acts 
were veferred to a special committee. 
Senator Benson's bill giving au- 
thority 
to produce witnesses from State's 
fore grand juries and justices when 
such witnesses are material, 
as did also Senator Thompson's 
amendment to the Penal Code mak- 
ing it a felony to bring explosives in- 


for that purpose. The measure was 
drawn up by the District Attorney 
of Los Angeles county, following the 
prosecution of, Carl Warr, the “hu- 
man bomb,” who invaded the Los An- 
geles Police Station with enough 
dynamite to wreck the city. 

State regulation of all societies in- 
corporated for preventing cruelty to 
children or animals, is provided in a 
bill introduced by Senator Fred 
Gerdes of San Francisco. The bill has 
the support of practically every hu- 
mane society in the State, Gerdes 
said. A State humane commission, 
consisting of seven members, to be 
appointed by the Governor, is creat- 
ed by the bill. The commissioners, 
who would serve without pay, have 
authority to revoke appointments of 
humane officers, to require regular 
reports from the individual societies 
and to aid in every way in the en- 
forcement of laws against cruelty. A 
State commissioner of humane edu- 
cation may be appointed under the 
proposed law, whose duty it shall be 
to devote his full time to humane 
education.

STATE SCHOOL 
UNFIT PLACE. 


So the Grand Jury Tells the 
Legislature. 


Poorly Located, N eglected, 
and Out of Date. 


Recommends New Buildings 
| on a New Site. 


— — 


The Reformatories and Detention 
Home Committee of the grand jury. 
together with other members, on 
thorough inspections of the Whittier 
State School building and a search- 
ing investigation into the affairs of 
both the boys’ and girls’ departments, 
without previous notice, found an 
abnormal condition of neglect,” ac- 
cording to a report sent to the State 
Legislature yesterday. The situation 
is such, the grand jury finds, as to 
warrant its action in reporting with- 
out delay. 

“We find that the location ts not 
now adaptable for the highest state 
of efficiency,” report reads, “be- 
cause of the rapid growth of Whit- 
tier the school hag become a part of 


Seles but twelve miles away the boys 
are able to keep in constant touch 
with their former evil assoclates. The 
los Angeles-San Dicgo highway paass- 
ing in front and a county road on 
either side of the school make the 
frequent ‘planting’ of drugs, tobacco, 
liquor, etc., easy to accomplish. As 
the buildings are situated but a short 
distance from the road, outside tn- 
fluences are ever present to keep the 
boys on edge to attempt an pe.” 
Commenting on the condition of 
the various buildings the report 
criticises the housing of children in 
structures which have become unfit 
for that purpose. 
“The buildings are out of repair,” 
so the report “a possible 
menace to life, and have outlived 
their usefulness for the practical uses 
of a modern reform school. Years 
of service with the ever recurring 
demands which have been put upon 
them have rendered them unfit for 
service and not practical for the pur- 
pose for which they were originally 
intended. The unsanitary condition 
of the plumbing, which is in decay, Is 
a menace to health. The insufficiency 
of ventilation and light is apparent 
in the dormitories and hospital. The 
worn, cracked, broken and dilapidated 
condition of the interior of the vari-

A BSURD LAW. 
Two bills have been introduced in 
the Legislature—No. 1615 and Assembly 
Bill No. 968—called printers’ ink bills, in- 
. troduced by Mr. Morganstern, which are 
gtmilar in purpose and phrase to a law 
| recently vetoed by Gov. Haines of Maine. 
The proposed law disregards the ele 
mentary proposition that all common law 
crimes and many statutory crimes are in 
the intent. Crimes belong to two classes: 
“Malum in se,” a thing that is in itself 
evil, such as murder, robbery, assault, or 
larceny, and “malum prohibitum,” an act 
which is wrong only because prohibited by 
| law. In all malum in se acts and in many 
acts that are malum probibitum the in- 
tent ie presumed from the act, and it is 
for the defendant to purge himself of the 
criminal intent and not for the govern- 
ment to prove it. 

Some acts are made criminal and the 
perpetrator is subject to punishment even 
i? there was no criminal! intent, “such as 
the liquor law, the pure-food law, the game 
law and similar instances where the acts 
are so injurious to the public that public 
policy requires the citizen to act at his 


There is no law to punish an innocent 


of an act not malum in se, 


when the act ie such that felonious in- 
tent in its perpetration is in the nature of 
things impossible. 

The “printers’ ink law” is an absurdity 
and an injustice. By it it is proposed to 
punish a newspaper proprietor who pub- 
lishes a false or misleading advertisement, 
even if he did not know whether it was 
false or true and had no means of as- 


The proposed law provides that any 
newspaper proprietor who shall publish 
an advertisement containing a false state- 
ment concerning the intrinsic, commercial

advertised, or a faise statement concern- 
ing the grade, quality; material, manufac- 
turer, method of manufacture, or point of 
origin of the article or thing advertised, 
shall be punished by fine and imprison- 
ment.

An advertisement reads: “Automobile 
in perfect order, costing $1550 three 
months ago, will be sold for 3850.“ Must 
the newspaperman nake sure that the ma- 
chine is in perfect order, and that it did 
cost $1550, before he can publish the 
edvertisement, or else take the chances 
vf going to jail? An advertisement reads: 
“For sale, a Jersey cow, 5 years old, milks 
five gallons 6 per cent. milk.” The pur- 


chaser of the cow finds that she is 8 years 


old and milks but 3 gallons of 4 per cent. 
milk. Must the nhewspaperman who in- 
nocently accepted the advertisement with- 
out having the cow examined by a veteri- 
nary, go to jail for his negligence? 

The Governor of Maine in his message 
vetoing the printers’ ink bill says: 


“The American people are pre-emi- 
nent in their genius for advertising, 
and it is a natural instinct for all men 
having merchandise to sell to represent 
it in as favorable a light as possible, 
and those who buy generally believe 
that they are getting a good trade, or 
they would not purchase. Sometimes 
after purchasing merchandise looks 
different to them than before, and the 
desire to possess it lessens. How nat- 
ugal then to say they were decelved or 
misied at the time of purchase. 

“They may have been deceived by 
the seller and they may have been de- 
ceived by their own hasty judgment. 
It is hard to overcome natural laws 
by legislative enactment, especially 
those laws which seem to be instinc- 
tive to our nature, and it seems to me 
most dangerous to undertake to regu- 
late or treat instinct by statutory en- 
actment.” 


Expressions of personal opinion, per- 
foctly legitimate coming from a private 
citizen, require careful sifting before being 
placed on record as the diplomatic views 
of an important office holder.

DISTINGUISHED SPEAKER. 


Dr. Shailer Matthews, dean of the 
Givinity school of Chicago University, 
who is staying at Claremont, visited 
Pasadena yesterday and addressed the 
students of Throop Polytechnic In- 
Stitute at a special assembly held at 
11 o'clock in the forenoon. He had 
luncheon at the home of Prof. George 
E. Hale, who has charge of the ob- 
servatory on Mt. Wilson, and returned 
to Claremont in the afternoon. In his 
address, the subject of which was 
“The Remaking of Public Opinion,” 
he said, in part: 

“A democracy of necessity depends 
on public opinion. A despotism can 
enforce, but a republic must embody, 
ideals. These ideals when actually in 
operation we call public opinion. 

N mass of prejudice, ideals and 


opinion, is constantly being shaped by 
a variety of encies. Among them 
we could mention the following: 

“The newspapers and journais. It 
is one of the most gratifying aspects 
of our modern life that our news- 
papers are more conscientiously de- 
voting themselves to the shaping up 
and dissemination of the more con- 
structive ideals of our life. 

“The second element is the theater, 
which has extraordinary power to 

est motives. 

N third agent is education, par- 
ticularly that which deals with the 
children in the grade schools. To the 
public schools we must look increas- 
ingly for the assimilation of the mil- 
lions of foreign-born population. 

“The fourth former of public opin- 
fon is the church. The chief object 
of the church, so far as public opinion 
is concerned, is obviously the moral- 
izing of public opinion.”

DISTINGUISHED SPEAKER. 


Dr. Shailer Matthews, dean of the 
divinity school of Chicago University, 
who is staying at Claremont, visited 
Pasadena yesterday and addressed the 
students of Throop Polytechnic In- 
stitute at a special assembly held at 
11 o'clock in the forenoon. He 
luncheon at the home of Prof. George 
E. Hale, who has charge of the ob- 
servatory on Mt. Wilson, and returned 
to Claremont in the afternoon. In his 
address, the subject of which was 
“The Remaking of Public Opinion,” 
he said, in part: 

“A democracy of necessity depends 
on public opinion. A despotism can 
enforce, but a republic must embody, 
ideals. These ideals when actually in 
operation we call public opinion. 

“The mass of prejudice, ideals and 
sane judgment, which we call public 
opinion, is constantly being shaped by 
a variety of encies. Among them 
we could mention the following: 

“The newspapers and journals. It 
is one of the most gratifying aspects 
of our modern life that our news- 
papers are more conscientiously de- 
voting themselves to the shaping up 
and dissemination of the more con- 
structive ideals of our life. 

“The second element is the theater, 
which has extraordinary power to 
suggest motives. 

“The third agent is education, par- 
ticularly that which deals with the 
children in the grade schools. To the 
public schools we must look iIncreas- 
ingly for the assimilation of the mil- 
lions of foreign-born population. 

“The fourth former of public opin- 
fon is the church. The chief object 
of the church, so far as public opinion 
is concerned, is obviously the moral- 
izing of public opinion.”

GOVERNOR HOLDS ALOOF. 


State Thoroughfare Probably Will 

Be Built as Originally Planned. 

Bill in Senate Concerns Porterville. 

PORTERVILLE, March 19.-—Sen- 
ator E. O. Larkins, who represents 
Tulare county at Sacramento, has in- 
formed the East Side Road Associa- 
tion officials that in his opinion there 
is very little hope that Gov. Johnson 
will take a hand in the State Highway 
squabble. Larkins says he is con- 
vinced that the State thoroughfare 
will be built as originally planned 
along the Southern Pacific Rail d 
through the west side of the county. 

Larkins bases his prediction upon a 
new measure which has been mys- 
teriously and cautiously proposed to 
the Senate and which, if enacted into 
law, will prevent injunction proceed- 
ings against the State Highway Com- 
mission. The purpose of the bill is 
to make the acts of the State com- 
mission final in every event.

The interpretation of a contract to
